It is patent that these ball players breaching their 
contracts sre not going to Wexico as tourists on è two-veeks* 
trip or are they going to wexico for occupational pursuits 
by reason of a leck of occupational op portunities in this country 
where they are under contracts and as aforesaid. This practice 
has been seriously hermful to the said National Association and 
has worked great finencial losses upon the various clubs. 


Betore taking on natter up with» the otate Departaent 
in Washington, D.C. went to -plece the fs ots squarely before 
the Consul Generel of dexico in oger thet we may procure the 
cooperation and concerted efforts of the Consul General’ anc the 
State Dep ogee of the United States, There cen be mp ang maent 
as to the Legality of procuring. these pessports,; both as to the 
false apep pepi under which they are obtained and the ni i hy 
of stay which undoubtedly sre procured by the baseball players 
when once they are able to go to mexico, 


& recent case has occurred in the instance of one 


ontiord Irvin, formerly of Orange, New Je ersey, who was under & 
valid contract for baseball services with the Newark Eagles 
Baseball Club of the City of Newark, New nasai which saia club 
I represent as its attorney and counsel. Irvin, afte T making his 
contract with the Newark Eagles Baseball Club, violated the 

same and left this country for mexico some time between May lOth 
and Way 15th, 1942. He is at the present time playing with one 
of the baseball clubs in mexico. His present address is 17 Juan 
Escutia Calle, Mexico, D.F. Undoubtedly he has procured and is 
procuring an extension of time for his stay in aexico. 


One Raymond peg ju of 68 west Kinney ctreet, Newark, 
New Jersey, is another outstand ing baseball player and a member 
of the said Newark beagles Baseball Club. de is under a valid 
contre ct for services from May 1, 1942 to September 30, 1942. 
has already been approached by one Alfonso Pasquel, who is 
tenpora ily residing at the dotel Waldorf astoria, Room 1108, New 
York Vity, New York. 


if Dandridge is abie to procure a pessport it will be 
his purpose to breach nis spe ol with the said Newark Lagles 
Baseball Club and play with a team in Mexico. This, we are trying 
to prevent. 


We are also desirous of having the stay of wontford Irvin 
in wexico brought to an enc and that all rights under his passport 
fraudulently obtained will be terminated.
